Senator Blackburn expressed the views of 
the friends of free silver here. Every one 
of them is full of fight, and confident of win- 
ning. None of them have any idea that a 
so-called sound money” platform will be 
adopted or that the National Administration 
will be indorsed. As a matter of fact, it is 
the Carlisle followers who are talking com- 
promise. From boasts of a sound money 
platform and Cleveland’s indorsement, they 
now want to agree on the Chicago platform 
and an iAdorsement of the Administration's 
efforts to carry out the pledges of the party.

dragging the lake. The first seare 
made with common 32 rakes.

At Chester the road connects, by means 
of the "Wabash, Chester & Western, with 
the en no rn. eastern and southern 
railway system of the United’ States, such 
as the filinois Central, the Vandalia, the 
Baltimore & Ohia, the Chicago & Eastern 
Ilünois, the Cairo Short Line, the Wabash, 
the Chesa ke & Ohio, the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi, the Big Four and others. The 


} Wabash, Chester & Western now runs from 


Chester to Mt. Vernon, III., and will soon 
be extended to Terre Haute, Ind., to connect 
with the Pennsylvania system. 

Work its now progressing on the first 
division of the road, from Chester, III., to 
Bismarck. Along this route the twenty- 
e‘ght miles from Farmington to St. Mary 
are graded. This is the old grade of the 
Chester & Southwestern road, which was 
being built twenty-five years ago, but ab- 
andoned when the panic of 1873 came. The 
right-of-way finally went back to the prop- 
erty holders along the line. The Chester, 
Farmington & Western bought this twenty- 
eight miles of ‘graded right-of-way from 
the property holders for $100,000. 

Other Eastern connections of the road are 
important. Eastward from Little Rock 
Landing the road will connect with the Ev- 
ansville & Sparta, known as The Gillettes’ 
Road”’ of New York, which has already been 
built westward in Illinois to within twelve 
miles of the Mississippi, across from Little 
Rock Landing, and will soon reach that 
point. By this connectioa also, as well as 
via Chester, the new road will obtain an 
outlet to Chicago, Detroit, Toledo, Cleve- 
land, Pittsburg and the Atlantic seaboard. 

Westward from Chester the road will con- 
nect with every important line to the South 
and West. 

This first division taps a country pro- 
ductive of granite, copper, sandstone, lead, 
zinc, both red and metallic iron ore, be- 
sides producing from 10,000 to 20,000 feet 
of timber per acre in the way of pine, white 
oak, maple, walnut, hickory and sycamore. 
These forests are in a large measure still 
in a virgin state. 

A. J, Cooper, President of the new road, 
is now stopping at the Southern. In speak- 
ing of the new enterprise he said: 

Our road will give an outlet to Chicago 
and the East and North for all this vast 
mineral and timber country in Southeast 
Missouri. It is a wonder to me that the 
Iron Mountain had not long ago built a 
line along this route. Nearly twenty-five 
years ago I was interested in a company 
which began the construction of a road 
from Chester to the Iron Mountain road, 
and after spending about $300,000 in grading, 
bridging, etc., the enterprise was suspended 
in consequence of the panic of 1873. The 
new company will take advantage of their 
grading, except where a more direct line 
or an easier grade can be obtained.“ 


St. Louis Labor Exchange. 


The St. Louis branch of the Labor Ex- 
change held a meeting yesterday afternoon 
at Central Turner Hall. Mr. Sheridan 
Webster explained the objects of the Ex- 
change, which is to provide employment 
for every man, woman and child and to 
create a demand for all goods which are 
sold in business. This the exchange proposes 
to bring about by a sort of individual reci- 
procity. Four steps, he said, are neces- 
sary to bring this about. First—Deposit 
of any labor product and issuance of a 
check therefor, which can be exchanged 
for any other goods deposited. Second— 
The acceptance by mefchants of these 
checks as legal tender. Third—Additional 
men to be employed in factories to be paid 
with labor checks, and fourth, the establish- 
ment of plants for co-operative employment 
of the various classes of workers. Another 
mass-meeting will be held next Sunday to 
help the project along.

CRIMINAL EXCURSION ACCIDENTS. 


The opening of the steamboat excursion

The explosion was caused by an at- 
tempt to beat a rival excursion steamer 
in a race for port.

The lives of 350 passen- 
gers entrusted to the care of the steam- 
boat’s offigers were recklessly placed in 
jeopardy.
